Certain insects are comemnded as 
examples of industry, the busy 
for instance, and those of us who are 
sluggards are told to go to the ant, 
putting it mildly, But other insects, 
no less industrious, cannot be ignored, 
however much we may wish to shun 
them, They are not black flies or mos- 
quitoes, or the kind one can swat 
either, but those whose ravages ex- 
tend to plague proportions and wreak 
untold havoe in garden, orchard, field 
and forest. As B. Leslie Emslie puts 
is, we have to contend with insects 
that suck, bite and sting, fly, crawl, 
skip and hop and must step lively to 
keep a jump ahead of them, On the 
principle that “big fleas have little 
fleas on their back to bite ’em; little 
fleas have lesser fleas and so ad infin 
itum,” parasitic insects have been im.

But here, too, 
there is risk that he may plunge into the ditch in his efforts to ensure 
adequate learance.

Distances night time are deceptive, even to the most experienced 
drive Vhen both lights are burning it is not too easy to gauge the dis- 
ti speed of an approaching car.

Officials the Indians Affairs 
branch of the department of mines 
and resources, travelling by air, 
canoe and on foot, will leave shortly 
for the isolated districts of Northern 
Canada for the annual distribution of 
treaty money to the Indians. 

Aboriginal settlers who have been 
ceding their rights to the Dominion 
as frontiers push northward during 
the past 60 years, receive an annual 
gift of $4 per head, and collection of 
this money is the hig event of the 
year among the Indians. 

Treaty Indians are found in parts 
|of Ontario, and in Alberta, Saskat- 
|chewan, Manitoba, and the North- 
west Territories but there are none 
in Quebec, the Maritime Provinces or 
British Columbia. They are 
who themselves signed away their 
aboriginal rights to territory 
direct descendants of treaty signers. 
Children of Indians marrying whites 
are not eligible.

with several effigies. These are each 
in a different part of the city, but 
all purport to mark the exact spot 
where he was struck blind 

Both Lady Godiva and “Peeping 
Tom” have come in for their share 
of debunking in recent years. It now 
turns out that the legend of ‘Peep- 
ing Tom" did not appear in the first 
story of the ride, but was added

As for Lady Godiva, a Benedictine 
abbey founded by her in 1043 once 
gave proof of her existenc That, 
unfortunately, was destroyed = by

ROAD IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


Road improvements which will cost 
around $1,000,000 are on this year’s 
program, according to information gi- 
ven recently by Hon, W.A, Fallow 
Minister of Publie Works, 

The program includes 150 miles of | 
“blotter” surfacing of main highways, | 
part of which will be financed by a] 
$75,000 grant by the federal govern- 
ment. 

Gravelling, new roads and recon- | 
struction all combine to make up al 
comprehensive program for the cur- | 
rent year. On some projects, work is | 
now under way. | 

The program includes “blotter” sur- | 
facing of the 70 miles of highway 
from Waterton Lakes park by way of 
Pincher Creek to MacLeod, The 22- 
mile stretch from Calgary to Okotoks 
is practically completed with this 
type of surfacing, 

The 30-mile road from Calgary to 
Crossfield, on the main Edmonton- 
Calgary highway, also is on the “blot- 
ter program, From Edmonton to We- 
taskiwin, which is reconstructed high- 
way in part, this surfacing also will 
be provided. The distance is 25 miles. 

Between Okotoks and Macleod, the 
department will push ahead with a 
reconstruction program, and as much 
as possible will be completed — this 
year, Gravelling will follow the grad- 
ing. 

The program also includes the lay- 
ing of a “seal coating’ between Cal- 
gary and Banff, this being a_ final 
stage on that work which should then 
have a degree of permanency for sev- 
eral years, in spite of the heavy traf- 
fic.
